Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant want to know if amending the claims to "alkali halide 
crystal" would overcome the art of record. Such amendments would overcome the 35 USC 112 first paragraph issues. 
However, the cited prior art Eden et al and Izumi teach the claimed alkali halide materials and it does no appear such 
amendments would overcome these references. The Office also noted the limitations directed to forming the cuvette 
by cleaving, fly cutting , etc. are product by process subject matter and in the absence of a showing that different 
product is created by these actions.these limitations do not further limit the pending device claims.
